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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 04/08/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Claims 1 , 3, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Brody et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,278,697. Claims 5, 6, 11 and 12 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brody et al. in view of 
Miska et al. Claims 13, 15, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brody et al. 

Applicant argued that the present invention is simplified from that of Brody et al., 
"wherein a generic communication protocol must be created and utilized for transfer of 
communications between two devices having diverse communication protocols." 
However, one skilled in the art would recognize that the protocols and infrastructure in 
the present invention are generic. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F. 2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to have included the invention of Miska et al. to the invention of Brody et al. in order to 
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make sure the transmitted calls are routed to and have reached their appropriate 
destinations. 

3. Applicant argued that Brody et al. fails to show or suggest the conversion within a 
"network access function" within a "network edge switch" or communication into a 
protocol suitable for a recipient. However, one skilled in the art would recognize that 
Fig. 10 ref. sign 276 is a communications infrastructure that includes a "network access 
function" and Fig. 10 ref. sign 154 is a "network edge switch".
